W'ith  their  peculiar  genius  for  complicating  the  uncomi)licatcd  the  French  insist  on 
saying.  “Plus  ga  change,  plus  e’est  la  nieme  chose”,  in  i)lace  of  the  much  simpler  ami  more 
understandable,  “There  is  nothing  new  under  the  sun”.  On  the  other  hand,  although  we 
Americans  accei)t  the  human  race,  even  to  the  i)oint  of  includ  iig  the  French  on  occasion, 
it  is  almost  a national  article  of  faith  to  believe  that  everyth  iig  under  the  sun  must  be 
new,  particularly  around  Christmas.  Of  course  properly  oriented  numismatists,  like  those 
familiar  with  Coin  Galleries,  know  better.  Most  of  these  good  i)eoide  would  be  highly 
indignant  at  being  offered  a new  Greek  or  Roman  coin.  Nevertheless,  the  current  u|)roar 
in  the  press  about  GOLD,  si)arked  off  by  the  devaluat’on  of  the  Pound  Sterling  last 
November,  may  strike  even  the  best  informed  of  our  readers  as  new.  But  there  is  nothing 
new  about  gold,  as  the  French  appear  to  be  more  aware  than  anybody  else.  To  emphasize 
our  point  it  will  be  necessary  to  refer  to  a collection  of  archival  material  formed  by  tbe 
Editor  a good  many  years  ago. 

As  we  write  in  mid  December  1967  the  international  gold  market  is  being  ])lagucd 
by  surges  of  si)eculative  buying  faintly  rem’ninscent  of  similar  nonsense  in  one  part  of 
the  coin  market  during  recent  years.  Inasmuch  as  there  is  a big  difference  in  the  com- 
modities dealt  with  by  the  speculators,  even  though  the  object  of  their  operations  may 
be  the  same,  it  might  be  instructive  to  look  back  to  a period  well  within  the  memories 
of  many  seasoned  collectors  today.  About  thirty  five  years  ago  there  was  a curiously 
paraded  situation  and  people  reacted  in  much  the  same  way,  although  actual  coins  were 
more  in  the  news. 

On  September  21,  1931,  under  the  impact  of  the  deprcss’on,  Great  Britain  was  forced 
off  the  gold  standard.  The  pound  immediately  fell  to  $3,936.  The  decline  continued  slowly 
until  February,  1932,  when  it  reached  $3,457.  Then  a curious  ])henomenon  aj^peared.  On 
February  12  the  NEW'  YORK  TIMIiS  reported,  ‘AYith  bullion  brokers  in  Britain  and 
Ireland  offering  27  shillings  for  gold  sovereigns,  a gold  hoard  of  surprisiiig  d'mens-ons  is 
revealing  itself”.  The  TIMES  went  on  to  explain  the  economics  of  the  matter  as  follows: 

“A  sovereign  in  gold  is  worth  $4.8665  and  the  price  offered,  27  shillings,  is 
equivalent,  at  current  exchange  rates  for  the  pound,  to  about  $4.6575.  Hence, 
wdiile  the  hoarder  of  gold  sovere  gns  is  getting  more  pounds  in  paper  for  his 
hoards,  the  bullion  dealer  is  also  making  a good  thing  out  of  the  deal,  making  a 
profit  of  about  20  cents  on  each  sovereign”. 

But  Neville  Chamberlain,  the  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer,  with  that  prescience  which 
was  to  become  famous  in  another  context  a few  years  later,  solemnly  told  the  House 
of  Commons  that  in  his  opinion  the  hoard  of  gold  in  the  hands  of  people  was  not  large. 
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Dy  I'^bruary  17  the  TIMES  reported  that  sovereigns  were  hringiiig  30  shillings  each, 
adding,  “Experts  were  amazed  at  the  secret  hoards  of  gold  brought  out  at  current  prices. 
Most  of  the  transactions  were  for  amounts  from  £3  to  £300  and  the  sellers  were  often 
workers  and  laborers”.  Presumably  Mr.  Chamberlain  was  one  of  the  amazed  “experts”, 
llis  only  i)ositive  contribution  to  the  situation  was  to  indicate  that  it  would  be  “patriotic” 
to  sell  sovereigns  to  banks  for  20  shillings ! This  application  of  “appeasement”  had  as 
much  effect  on  the  British  public  as  a similar  approach  was  to  have  on  Hitler.  “With 
a profit  of  37p2  per  cent  to  be  made,  those  who  have  salted  away  a few  sovereigns  as 
nest  eggs  are  rushing  to  convert  them”,  the  TIMES  confided. 


As  Febraury  progressed  the  subject  of  sovereigns  was  transferred  from  the  financial 
section  of  the  paper  to  the  front  page.  On  the  morning  of  the  26th  eager  readers  were 
intrigued  to  discover  that,  “GOLD  SELLING  FEVER  GRIPS  BRITISH”.  Obviously 
astounded  by  what  he  was  seeing,  the  ace  reporter  Ferdinand  Kuhn,  Jr.  waxed  historical, 
“The  British  people  are  in  the  grip  of  a treasure-hunt  that  is  less  heroic  but  no  less 
astonishing  than  the  great  gold  rush  of  the  Forty-Niners”,  he  wrote.  “By  one  of  those 
sudden  frenzies  that  sometimes  sweep  a whole  nation,  thousands  in  England  are  rushing 
to  cash  their  gold  sovereigns  and  sell  their  gold  trinkets,  including  heirlooms  that  have 
been  in  the  families  for  generations”.  A little  over  three  weeks  after  the  Chancellor  of 
Exchequer  gave  his  estimate  to  the  House,  dealers  were  predicting  that  at  least  10  million 
sovereigns  would  appear  before  the  rush  subsided.  On  the  face  of  it  Mr.  Chamberlain’s 
ideas  about  what  was  a large  hoard  of  gold  in  the  hands  of  the  public  differed  both 
quantitatively  and  qualitatively  from  the  bullion  dealers’! 


As  might  be  expected,  the  alert  collector  of  almost  anything  made  of  gold  in  those 
days  found  opportunities.  The  TIMES  reported,  “Old  gold  plate  and  family  heirlooms 
continue  to  be  dumped  onto  the  counters  of  the  bullion  brokers,  one  of  whom  estimated 
that  he  paid  out  £60,000  for  ornaments  in  one  day.  — A British  Duke,  whose  identity  was 
not  disclosed,  sold  his  coronet  to  go  intO'  the  melting  pot  which  is  daily  drawing  thousands 
of  pounds  worth  of  sovereigns  and  gold  articles  in  the  ‘gold  rush’  that  is  sweeping  the 
country”.  The  HERALD  TRIBUNE  found  that,  “Some  slow  witted  sellers  have  come 
close  to  disaster  through  not  knowing  what  they  were  selling.  One  man  entered  a London 
gold  broker’s  shop  with  the  Ascot  Royal  Gold  Cup  of  1882,  intending  to  sell  it  for  its 
weight  in  gold.  He  discovered  just  in  time  that  it  was  worth  £7000  as  a collector’s  piece. 
Valuable  gold  lockets,  some  dating  from  Elizabethan  times,  have  been  offered  for  sale, 
and  realized  many  times  their  gold  value”. 

Thanks  to  the  HERALD  TRIBUNE,  we  know  that  the  alert  numismatist  also  must 
have  had  a field  day.  “Ireland”,  noted  that  paper,  “is  reporting  incredible  examples  of 
gold  hoarding.  Farmers,  peasants  and  laborers  are  making  long  trips  from  their  villages 
to  Dublin  or  Belfast  bringing  treasures  they  had  kept  in  stockings  and  mattresses”.  And, 
“In  the  farming  districts  of  England  especially  gold  has  been  hidden  away  for  genera- 
tions, even  for  centuries”.  As  a matter  of  fact  it  was  fun  to  be  a collector  then,  even  a 
rather  young  one,  as  personal  experience  confirmed  at  the  time.  Not  long  after  the 
British  gold  rush,  at  the  counters  of  Foreign  Exchange  dealers,  down  on  hnver  Broadway 
we  i^icked  up  many  a sovereign  from  the  reigns  of  (ieorge  111,  George  IV  and  William 
IV,  varying  from  a nice  Very  Fine  to  Uncireulated,  for  $5.00  each.  Clearly  not  all  the 
coins  went  into  the  melting  pot. 

Of  course,  the  whole  thing  was  too  good  to  last.  In  March,  1933,  the  United  States 
placed  an  embargo  on  gold  exports.  All  good  Americans  were  urged  to  turn  in  their  gold 
coins  at  face  value.  Whether  the  American  citizen  was  more  patriotic  than  his  British 
counterpart,  or  the  publicity  was  better,  is  a good  question.  With  remarkable  unanimity 
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cvcryhody’s  Aunt  Mabel  ruslicd  to  the  banks  and  parted  with  the  one  or  two  $5.00  gold 
pieces  set  aside  fi>r  Christinas  presents  to  deserving  nephews  and  nieces  and  exchanged 
them  for  $5.<K)  hills.  The  element  of  jiersonal  tragedy  was  not  lacking,  as  the  hlditor 
can  confirm  from  his  own  knowledge.  His  grandparents,  who  had  received  a lovely  grouj) 
of  almost  Uncirculated  Half  Eagles  tsome  dating  as  far  hack  as  the  1850's)  as  gifts  im 
their  Golden  Wedding  anniversary,  parted  with  the  lot  because  the  President  had  told 
them  to.  Then  in  July  the  Treasury  raised  its  buying  price  for  gold.  Early  in  1934  that 
price  was  finally  stabilized  at  $35  a fine  ounce  where  it  remains,  as  we  all  have  been 
reminded  recently. 

Meanwhile,  hack  in  Paris,  the  French  began  to  think.  \\’hen  this  happens  they  always 
discover  by  a process  of  remorseless  logic  that  everybody  in  the  world  is  out  of  ste]) 
except  themselves.  On  April  20,  1934,  the  observant  HER.ALD  TRIBUNE  reported 
that,  “France  intends  to  maintain  her  isolation  on  the  gold  standard,  sources  close  to 
the  Bank  of  France  disclosed  today.  — Formal  abandonment  of  the  gold  standard  by 
the  United  States  has  caused  a sensation  here.  The  French  franc  is  isolated.  It  is  the 
only  big  currency  still  based  on  gold  and  the  French  are  irritated  and  alarmed’’.  Here  a 
slight  psychological  difference  can  he  observed  between  the  position  adopted  then  and 
the  present  posture.  In  the  days  before  the  current  reincarnation  of  Louis  XIV  the  French 
didn’t  like  the  idea  of  being  isolated  from  the  rest  of  the  world.  In  any  case,  their 
devotion  to  the  principles  of  individualism  only  lasted  a relatively  short  time.  The  franc 
was  devalued  in  1936. 

It  is  well  know’ll  that  whenever  a Frenchman  becomes  alarmed  he  reacts  in  a way 
not  without  numismatic  overtones.  The  HERALI4  TRIBUNl'.  informed  its  American 
readers,  “Hoarding  is  as  old  as  currency  in  France  and  has  gone  on  for  centuries.  During 
the  w’ar  the  Government  called  on  patriots  for  gold  and  it  began  to  a|i])car  from  mat- 
tresses, chimnies,  kitchen  floors  and  garden  burial  places’’.  Although  the  TRIBUNE  very 
politely,  and  perhaps  for  patriotic  reasons  of  its  ow’ii,  didn’t  say  so,  French  citizens  never 
forgot  being  bilked  by  their  Government  when  they  turned  in  good  gold  louis  for  paper. 
The  TRIBUNE  confined  itself  to  reporting,  “Now  the  hoards  are  filling  up  again.  Ameri- 
can gold  coins,  being  well  stanijicd,  attractive  and  easy  to  stack  and  handle,  are  in  great 
demand.”  And  as  all  France  turned  its  attention  to  gold  in  the  traditional  manner,  some 
people  were  lucky.  “Almost  daily  reports  are  heard  of  treasure  hoards  found  in  the 
provinces.  The  latest  comes  from  the  Aljis  region,  w’here  Alcide  Demerelli  took  down  a 
picture  to  have  the  frame  repaired.  It  broke  and  4000  gold  coins  of  the  Napoleon  I reign 
rolled  on  the  floor.  He  bought  the  picture  several  years  ago  for  400  francs  (al)out  $15)”. 

The  pattern  of  events  thirty  five  years  ago  has  more  than  antiquarian  and  perhaps 
pseudo-numismatic  interest  for  the  collector  today.  While  Governmental  actions  on  the 
highest  economic  level  were  often  quite  similar  there  are  a number  of  other  curious 
comparisons  to  he  made.  In  1933  the  first  thing  the  United  States  did,  for  example,  was 
embargo  the  export  of  gold.  Now  the  official  iiosition  has  been  reversed.  But  the 
attitude  of  the  British  and  h'rench  Governments  toward  gold  coins  in  the  hands  of  the 
citizens  is  jiarticularly  instructive.  In  France  the  hoarding  of  gold  was,  and  is,  encouraged. 
In  Britain  there  w'as  certainly  no  c^hjection  to  the  individual  sale  of  gold  coins  at  a 
profit  which  reflected  the  devaluation  of  the  pound.  The  TIMES  carefully  explained, 
“The  double  motive  of  business  and  jiatriotism  is  prompting  the  British  gold-sellers,  with 
the  emphasis  very  much  on  business”. 

If  w’e  examine  the  historical  record  wdth  a coldly  factual  eye  we  must  recognize  that 
in  1933  the  United  States  Treasury  deliberately  went  out  of  its  w’ay  to  mislead  the 
American  peojile  about  the  potential  value  of  their  gold  coins  in  order  to  prevent  them 
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from  mixing  business  with  patriotism.  The  dubious  honesty  of  this  policy  was  quickly 
hidden  by  a totally  false  morality  which,  unfortunately,  is  still  with  us.  The  possession  of 
gold  by  individuals  became  unethical  and  unpatriotic  in  itself.  No  distinction  was  made 
between  the  bona  fide  collector  and  the  “Capitalist”  who  presumably  m’ght  be  speculating 
in  gold  for  profit.  The  Treasury  still  clings  to  the  hoary  myth  that  gold  coins  of  numis- 
matic value  cannot  be  separated  from  gold  as  an  imi)ortant  international  commodity. 
W ithin  th.e  last  three  years  we  were  electrif’ed  to  hear  iXlr.  Leland  Howard,  then  head 
of  ODGSO,  tell  an  international  group  meeting  in  New  York  that  if  it  was  wrong  for 
people  to  own  a gold  coin  in  1933,  it  was  just  as  wrong  in  1964.  This  fascination  with  the 
morality  of  the  yellow  metal  is  an  American  invention  with  a charmed  life.  The  French 
know  there  is  nothing  new  about  gold  but  it  doesn’t  look  like  the  U.  S.  Treasury  will 
ever  learn  the  same  lesson. 

A SHORT  HISTORY  OF  THE  COINAGES  OF  CANADA

In  1867  the  colonies  of  Canada  (divided  into  the  provinces  of  Ontario  and  Quebec), 
New  Brunswick,  and  Nova  Scotia  united  to  form  the  Dominion  of  Canada.  The  first 
corns  were  released  in  1870,  in  the  form  of  silver  pieces  of  5,  10,  25,  and  50  cents.  Bronze 
cents  came  out  in  1876.  Fractional  currency  in  the  form  of  25c  notes  was  issued  in  1870 
to  aid  in  removing  American  silver  from  circulation.  American  money  gathered  up  by 
the  banks  was  replaced  by  an  equ'valent  amount  of  shhiplasters,  as  Canadians  call  these 
notes,  and  thus  the  amount  of  fractional  currency  in  circulation  was  a measure  of  the 
country’s  need  for  silver  co’ns.  In  the  meant’me  the  old  bank  tokens,  Provincial  tokens, 
and  the  cents  of  the  provinces  were  allowed  to  circulated  until  new  cents  could  be 
introduced.  The  English  halfpenny  passed  for  a cent  and  the  penny  for  two  cents.  These 
early  coppers  circulated  as  late  as  1890  in  some  areas. 

After  Confederation,  Canada  enjoyed  a fairly  regular  and  systematic  coinage  in  silver 
and  bronze  for  the  first  time.  There  were  few  interruptions,  and  coinage  increased  over 
the  years  to  keep  pace  with  the  growth  of  population.  It  is  interesting  tc^  note  the 
variation  in  the  condition  of  the  different  denominations.  Cents  were  saved  in  small 
amounts,  the  early  cents  being  not  too  hard  to  find  in  their  ])ristine  redness.  The  silver 
five-cent  piece  is  readily  available  EF  or  better  because  it  was  often  kept  as  a souvenir. 
The  ten-cent  piece  was  not  saved  so  much,  as  it  was  a very  convenient  and  much-needed 
coin  in  business.  Its  velocity  of  circulation  was  greater  than  that  of  any  other  silver 
coin,  and  it  is  still  a much-used  coin  today.  Consequently,  EF  or  better  dimes  of  Queen 
Victoria  are  scarce. 

Quarters  were  often  given  as  presents  and  rewards  to  children,  and  thereby  i)rc- 
served  EF  or  better.  They  are  readily  available  in  this  condition  today.  The  Fifty- 
cent  piece,  however,  is  another  matter.  It  was  almost  never  saved,  for  fifty  cents  was 
then  a day’s  wages  for  most  Canadians,  and  simply  too  much  money  to  be  given  away 
or  saved  for  art’s  sake.  Today  we  realize  this  as  we  read  the  sale  prices  for  EF  or 
better  fifty-cent  pieces  in  the  auction  room! 

The  Canadian  coinage  of  Queen  Victoria  dates  from  1870  to  1901.  Silver  was  issued 
first,  since  the  need  for  silver  was  greater  than  the  need  for  copper.  The  coinage  was 
struck  at  the  Royal  Ivlint  and  also  at  the  Heaton  mint  in  Birmingham.  A small  H under 
the  tie  of  the  wreath  on  the  reverse  designates  the  Heaton  silver.  On  copper,  the  H is 
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iiiidor  the  (late,  except  f(ir  1RQ8  and  1900,  when  it  api)ears  helciw  the  hdttoin  leaf  of  the 
• niter  wreath.  All  des  gns  were  s ini)le  hut  superbly  executed.  Queen  Victoria’s  head  graced 
the  obverse,  and  the  value  and  date  in  a wreath  appeared  on  the  reverse.  For  the  five 
and  ten-cent  pieces,  the  laureate  head  of  the  1858  coinape  was  used.  .\  diademed  head 
was  used  for  the  cent  and  the  twenty-five  and  fifty-cent  pieces.  .\11  are  the  work  of 
L.  C.  W’yon. 

The  coinape  of  Queen  Victoria  extemlinp  (Tver  a lonp  period,  there  are  some  variations 
in  the  portrait  on  all  denominations  to  match  the  Queen’s  advancinp  years.  These  chanpes 
have  been  published  for  the  cent  in  the  Canadian  Xum'smatlc  Journal,  November,  1%1. 
.\  few  details  for  other  denominatif^ns  have  appeared  from  t me  to  t ine  in  sale  catalopues 
in  recent  years.  This  is  a field  of  study  whxh  is  hep  nn’np  to  interest  a few  collectors. 
Now  that  nobody  is  “compK  tement  pa-pa’’  over  rolls,  baps,  and  sets  any  more,  the 
systematic  study  of  the  die  chanpes  of  the  obverses  and  reverses  of  the  Victorian  coinape 
should  shortly  come  into  its  own. 

The  twcnty-five-ccnt  piece  (it  is  not  off’cially  a cpiarter  dollar  in  Canada)  shows  a 
head  with  youthful  features  from  1870  to  1880  or  thereabouts.  .•Xftcr  1890  the  features  are 
markedly  older  with  a fault  double  ch’n.  The  f fty-cent  pVees  shows  somewhat  s nidar 
changes.  Ten-cent  and  five-cent  pieces  show  chanpes  in  the  shape  of  the  car  lobe  and 
other  details  of  the  face.  .\11  these  variations  have  never  before  been  stud'ed.  Wbth  the 
prices  today  of  material  in  EF  or  better,  one  collector  alone  cannot  cover  the  field 
adequately. 

The  Canadian  couiape  of  Edward  \’TT  was  oroduced  in  T.ondon  or  TFrm'npham  from 
1902  till  1907,  and  in  (Ottawa  bepimr'np  in  1908.  The  des’pns  of  the  Ottawa  issues  were  not 
too  much  different  from  the  i)revious  co’nape,  other  than  the  chanpe  in  portrait,  cxccj)t 
that  the  word  Canada  was  transferred  to  the  reverse  on  the  s Iver.  The  style  of  the 
crown  on  the  reverse  was  also  chanped.  The  crown  for  the  five-cent  piece  was  not 
chanped  until  1903  because  the  d es  for  th’s  coin  were  not  ready  in  tune. 

The  coinage  of  Echvard  \TI  exhib’ts  in  marked  degree  a mint’ng  problem  that  occurs 
from  time  to  time.  In  order  to  obtain  a pood  unpression  it  may  be  necessary  to  make 
a die  sh’phtly  convex.  Tlrs  results  in  a coui  sl’phtly  concave  on  the  side  receivinp  the 
impression  from  that  die.  In  the  early  years  of  the  re'pn,  reverse  dies  were  made  si  phtly 
convex.  This  jiroduced  concave  reverses  wdiich  wear  well,  but  the  obverses  of  the  coins 
were  convex  and  deteriorated  rapidly  in  circulat'on.  The  silver  five,  ten  and  tw’enty- 
five-cent  pieces  show  this  defect  from  1902-1905.  F'fty-cent  ]vicces  are  relatively  flat.  The 
smaller  denominations  had  convex  reverses  from  1902-1905. 

In  1908  pold  sovereipns  were  first  struck  in  Canada.  There  has  been  much  controversy 
over  w'hether  these  pieces  should  be  cons'dered  Canad'an  or  British.  Certainly  they 
were  of  Imperial  desipn,  but  they  bear  a small  C m'nt  mark  in  the  pround  under  the  horse 
to  indicate  their  havinp  been  struck  in  Ottawa.  W hile  sovereipns  w'cre  fully  lepal  tender 
in  Canada  in  those  days  they  are  Imperial  in  that  they  represent  a scheme  for  a common 
gold  coinage  throughout  the  British  Enijiire. 

The  coinage  of  (ieorge  V continued  the  traditions  laid  down  for  the  previous  reigns, 
hi  1911  the  words  DEI  ORATIA  wa're  omitted  from  the  Royal  titles.  The  omission  proved 
objectionable  to  some  and  the  wuords  were  restored  the  following  year.  Plans  w’ere 
made  to  issue  a silver  dollar  in  1911.  A few  patterns  were  struck  Init  none  were  issued  for 
general  circulation  until  1935.  A sharp  rise  in  the  price  of  silver  in  1920  forced  a re- 
duction in  fineness  from  925  to  800,  and  the  silver  coinage  w’as  suspended  for  a few' 
years.  To  supply  the  need  for  some  sort  of  small  change  shinplasters  were  again  issued. 
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These  remained  in  use  until  the  opening  of  the  Rank  of  Canada  in  1935.  The  price  of 
silver  affected  two  coins  — the  five-cent  piece  and  the  fifty-cent  piece.  It  was  decided 
to  coin  the  five-cent  piece  in  nickel  to  save  silver  and  provide  a coin  of  more  convenient 
size.  Consecjiiently  the  bulk  of  the  1921  silver  issue  was  melted  down  pending  the 
appearance  of  the  nickel  coin.  The  1921  fifty-cent  piece  was  never  issued  in  any  quantity. 
Nearly  the  whole  striking  remained  at  the  mint  till  1928,  when  it  was  melted  down  and 
recoined  under  the  date  1929  to  meet  the  hanks’  renewed  requests,  for  fifty-cent  pieces. 

In  1920  the  size  of  the  cent  was  reduced  to  that  of  the  American  cent.  Large  cents 
remained  in  circulation,  however,  until  about  1940,  after  which  they  were  retired  from 
circulation  to  supply  the  mint  with  much-needed  copper.  The  five-cent  piece  was  coined 
in  nickel  from  1922  on.  Both  the  small  cent  and  nickel  five-cent  piece  are  interesting  in 
that  they  are  the  only  Canadian  coins  issued  without  any  type  of  beading  or  other 
ornamentation  around  the  border  on  the  reverse.  Coinage  of  silver  dollars,  began  in  1935 
on  the  occasion  of  the  Silver  Jul)ilee  of  King  George  V.  A new  bust  by  Percy  Afetcalfe 
was  used  for  the  obverse,  with  the  famous  voyageur  reverse  by  Emmanuel  Hahn.  The 
coin  was  very  popular,  and  has  been  issued  regularly  even  since  with  the  exception  of  the 
war  years  1940  to  1944.  By  a strange  coincidence,  Canada  began  to  coin  silver  dollars 
the  very  year  the  United  States  stopped.  Gold  was  struck  in  Canada  under  George  V 
from  1911  to  1919.  Sovereigns  of  Imperial  design  were  struck  in  small  amounts  in  most 
of  those  years.  Some  dates,  are  extremely  rare.  From  1912  to  1914  beautiful  $5  and  $10 
gold  pieces  were  issued.  Coinage  of  both  denominations  was  rather  small,  especially  of 
the  $5  piece  of  1914.  The  advent  of  the  first  World  War  killed  the  gold  coinage.  A resur- 
rection was  planned  in  1928,  but  the  great  depression  ended  the  matter  for  good. 

The  reign  of  Edward  VIII  produced  no  distinctive  coinage  for  Canada.  It  did,  however, 
supply  us  with  the  most  mysterious  of  our  modern  issues,  the  dotted  1936  coins.  Edward, 
Prince  of  Wales,  succeeded  to  the  throne  in  January,  1936.  Because  the  production  of 
new  dies  requires  several  months,  the  dies  of  George  V were  employed  for  the  regular 
coinage  of  that  year.  Edward  VIII  abdicated,  as  is  well  known,  in  December  and  was 
succeeded  by  his  brother,  the  Duke  of  York,  who  ascended  the  throne  as  George  VI.  The 
obverse  dies  in  preparation  for  Edward  VIII  were  set  aside  and  work  begun  on  new 
dies  for  George  VI.  In  the  ensuing  interval,  the  banks  asked  for  additional  supplies  of 
cents,  ten-cent  pieces,  and  twenty-five-cent  [)ieces.  To  meet  this  demand  an  extra  issue 
was  made  from  the  1936  dies.  As  a special  distinguishing  mark,  a small  hole  was  punched 
into  the  reverse  die  at  the  bottom.  In  the  case  of  the  cent  it  was  geometrically  centered 
in  the  field  below  the  date.  For  the  silver  it  was  geometrically  centered  in  the  small  area 
under  the  tie  of  the  wreath.  Thus  a small  raised  dot  was  produced  on  the  coins. 

There  was  no  publicity  given  to  the  new  minor  variety,  and  the  dotted  coins  were 
not  noticed  by  collectors  till  about  1940.  It  was  soon  discovered  that  the  twenty-five-cent 
piece  was  obtainable,  but  that  the  other  two  coins  were  not.  For  years  this  mystery  went 
unexplained,  although  many  theories  were  spun  concerning  the  rarity  of  the  cent  and 
the  ten-cent  piece.  These  two  coins  are  rare  because  the  hole  in  the  die  plugged  with  dirt 
or  metal  dust  during  striking.  Accordingly  no  dot  was  made  on  the  cent  or  the  ten-cent 
piece  of  this  emergency  issue  after  the  first  striking  or  two.  In  the  case  of  the  twenty- 
five-cent  piece,  the  hole  did  not  fill  up,  and  the  dot  is  plain  even  on  worn  specimens. 

The  reign  of  George  VI  saw  a complete  break  with  the  past  as  far  as  the  coinage 
was  concerned.  The  king’s  head  is  uncrowned,  as  on  the  English  coinage.  Each  reverse 
is  different.  A pair  of  maple  leaves  ai)pears  on  the  cent;  a l)eaver  on  the  five-cent  piece; 
a schooner  on  the  ten-cent  piece ; the  head  of  a caribou  on  the  twenty-five-cent  piece ; 
the  Canadian  coat  of  arms  on  the  fifty-cent  piece;  and  the  voyageurs  on  the  dollar.  All 
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these  designs  were  enthusiastically  received.  They  show  a departure  from  the  old  W'yon 
tradition  of  almost  i)hotographically  accurate  rendering  of  even  the  finest  details,  and 
instead  show  a hold  treatment  of  the  most  important  features  with  only  a hint  of  the 
lesser  details. 

The  second  “war-to-end-war”,  “save  civilization”,  or  whatever  it  was  supposed  to 
be,  caused  some  changes  in  the  five-cent  piece.  In  1942  nickel  was  rej)laced  hy  tombac,  an 
alloy  of  88%  copper  and  12%  tin.  To  avoid  confusion  with  the  cent,  the  five-cent  piece 
was  made  twelve-sided.  Borders  were  plain.  new  V and  torch  design  was  adopted  in 
1943.  The  new  dies  were  the  first  to  he  engraved  in  Canada.  The  reverse  border  is  created 
from  the  message,  “We  win  when  we  work  willingly”  in  the  International  Code.  Tombac 
proving  unsatisfactory,  the  five-cent  piece  was  issued  in  1944  and  1945  in  chrome-plated 
steel.  Nickel  reappeared  in  1946. 

The  independence  of  India  made  it  necessary  to  change  the  Royal  titles  in  1948.  The 
new  dies  were  late  in  arriving,  so  that  it  was  necessary  to  use  those  immediately 
available.  Accordingly  a small  maple  leaf  was  punched  in  after  the  date  on  the  dies  of 
1947.  These  were  used  to  supply  the  need  for  coins  until  the  1948  dies  were  ready.  The 
1948  dies  arrived  late  in  the  year,  and  so  all  1948  coins  are  scarce,  the  scarcest  being  the 
ten-cent  piece,  fifty-cent  piece,  and  the  dollar. 

Three  commemorative  coins  were  issued  in  this  reign.  The  first  was  a dollar  struck 
for  the  Royal  Visit  of  1939.  The  reverse  hears  a view  of  the  Dominion  Parliament 
buildings.  The  second  is  Canada’s  most  beautiful  coin.  It  is  the  dollar  struck  in  1949  to 
mark  the  entry  of  Newfoundland  into  the  Confederation.  The  entire  issue  was  proof-like, 
to  use  a phrase  employed  all  too  often  in  recent  years.  The  coins  were  packed  in  plastic 
tubes  of  twenty.  The  reverse  depicts  Cabot’s  shij),  the  “Matthew”,  in  which  he  sailed 
for  Newfoundland  in  1497.  The  third  is  a nickel  five-cent  piece  commemorating  the 
bicentenary  of  the  chemical  isolation  of  nickel. 

The  present  reign  began  with  no  significant  changes  in  the  coinage  other  than  the 
introduction  of  the  bust  of  Elizal)eth  II.  Relief  was  generally  lower  than  before,  and  the 
obverse  was  particularly  low.  It  became  necessary  later  in  1953  to  retouch  the  die  by 
strengthening  the  lines  of  the  drapery  over  the  queen’s  shoulder  and  deepening  the  lines 
of  the  hair  over  the  ear.  The  leaves  of  the  laurel  wreath  were  re-cut  at  the  same  time. 
This  retouched  die  was  christened  the  “shoulder  straps”  die  by  the  roll-and-bag  collectors. 
It  was  used  for  all  denominations  until  the  change  of  the  portrait  in  1965,  except  that 
a few  cents  were  struck  from  the  original  die  in  1954  and  1955. 

The  five-cent  piece  of  Elizabeth  II  began  in  chrome-plated  steel,  which  had  been 
re-introduced  in  1951  when  nickel  was  needed  by  the  government  during  the  Korean  War. 
Nickel  was  restored  in  1955.  In  1963  the  five-cent  piece  was  restored  to  circular  shape 
after  lieing  twelve-sided  since  1942.  The  tw’cnty-five-cent  piece  was  slightly  enlarged  in 
1953  to  facilitate  its  use  in  pay  telephones  and  coin-operated  machines  imported  from 
the  United  States.  To  match  the  new  appearance  of  the  coin,  the  rims  of  the  fifty-cent 
piece  and  dollar  were  slightly  widened. 

In  1955  the  size  of  the  shield  on  the  reverse  of  the  fifty-cent  piece  w'as  reduced.  This 
revised  design  was  used  till  1959,  when  the  present  coat  of  arms  was  adopted.  The  old 
convexity  problem  of  Edw^ard  \TI  reappears  on  this  coin.  Reverses  from  1959  to  1962 
w'cre  struck  from  slightly  convex  dies.  This  produced  concave  reverses  and  convex 
obverses  which,  combined  with  low  relief,  mean  that  EE  or  better  specimens  will  be 
decidedly  uncommon  if  the  speculators  of  the  recent  past  did  not  gather  fifty  cent 
pieces  by  the  roll. 
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The  silver  dollar  underwent  a thorough  re-engraving  of  the  reverse  in  1960.  This 
was  done  to  el’minate  the  disappearance  of  water-lines  during  striking.  It  was  successful, 
for  the  counting  of  water-lines  has  never  again  proved  profitable.  Two  coinnieniorative 
dollars  were  made,  both  of  unusual  des’gn.  d'he  first,  for  the  centennial  of  the  province 
of  British  Columbia,  shows  a totem  pole  against  a background  of  mountains.  It  was 
unpopular  among  the  Indians  of  the  province  because  they  said  the  ])ole  used  as  model 
was  a mortuary  totem  and  the  coin  was,  therefore,  unlucky.  The  second  commemorative 
was  issued  in  1964  for  the  centenar}^  of  the  Charlottetown  and  Quebec  Conferences  of 
1864.  It  depicts  on  its  reverse  the  four  heraldic  flowers  in  a small  circle  surrounded  by 
the  approfwiate  inscrif)tions. 

The  centennial  of  Confederation  was  commemorated  in  this  presetit  year  of  grace 
with  a completely  new  set  of  des’gns  which,  fortunately,  will  not  be  used  again. 
The  obverse  shows  the  new  bust  of  the  Queen  adopted  in  1965.  The  reverses  depict 
Canadian  wild  life,  accurately  drawn  but  not  always  balanced  with  respect  to  the  area 
of  the  coin.  All  denominations  except  the  gold  bear  the  value  at  the  top  with  CANADA 
1867-1967  at  the  bottom.  This  restriction  of  the  freedom  of  the  artist  to  create  a balanced 
des'ign  has  been  unfortunate,  particularly  in  the  case  of  the  fifty-cent  piece.  Most  of  the 
coins  have  an  unfortunate  horizontal  appearance,  which  would  have  caused  frightful 
“ghosting”  had  the  mint  not  dished  the  reverse  rims. 

The  cent  shows  a dove  in  flight,  as  viewed  from  the  front.  The  five-cent  piece  shows 
a running  hare.  A mackerel  is  seen  on  the  ten-cent  piece.  A wildcat  is  on  the  twenty-five- 
c<‘nt  p:cce.  A wolf  in  full  howl  is  seen  on  the  fifty-cent  piece  (and  the  writer  was  heard 
in  ;ull  howl  at  his  first  sight  of  it).  The  dollar  shows  a Canada  goose  in  flight.  The  best 
des’gns  are  those  of  the  hare  and  the  wildcat.  They  fill  the  space  well  and  produce  a 
balanced  effect.  The  dove  and  mackerel,  though  balanced  with  the  legends,  leave  too 
much  waste  space  to  be  pleasing.  The  triangular  aspect  of  the  wolf  is  absolutely  unsuited 
to  the  position  of  the  value  and  legends.  It  would  have  been  excellent  had  the  value  been 
up  one  side  of  the  wolf,  CANADA  down  the  other,  and  the  dates  below.  The  silver  dollar 
's  attractive,  but  the  goose  appears  stiff,  and  also  seems  to  be  flying  with  only  one  wing. 

Gold  was  coined  again,  for  the  first  time  in  nearly  fifty  years,  for  the  centennial  sets. 
The  obverse  depicts  the  Queen,  while  the  reverse  shows  the  coat  of  arms  as  seen  on  the 
fifty-cent  pieces  of  1959-1966.  The  gold  piece  is  a $20  piece,  struck  at  $35  to  the  ounce, 
and  is  thus  about  the  size  of  the  old  American  gold  eagle.  It  was  not  issued  for  general 
circulation,  and  so  cannot  legally  be  imported  into  the  United  States. 

The  rise  in  the  price  of  silver  has  brought  Canada’s  silver  coinage  to  an  end,  except 
l)Ossibly  for  the  dollar.  To  preserve  the  1967  coinage  in  silver  and  yet  economise,  since 
Canadian  silver  coins  are  now  intrinsically  worth  more  that  face  value,  the  issue  of 
fift3'-ccnt  pieces  and  dollars  for  general  use  was  stopped.  For  the  rest  of  this  3^ear,  the 
ten  and  twenty-five-cent  piece  will  be  coined  in  silver  of  500  fineness.  The  coinage  in 
500  fine  silver  will  resemble  the  800  fine  pieces  exactly,  exce])t  for  their  sound.  They  will 
have  a different  ring.  Many  collectors  doubt  this,  but  there  will  be  a difference  as  surely 
as  an  English  shilling  of  1910  sounds  different  from  a shilling  of  1920  or  19vI0. 

Beginning  next  year,  the  coinage  will  revert  to  the  designs  of  1966.  The  cent  will  be 
in  red  brass,  as  before.  The  five-cent  piece  and  all  the  coins  now  in  silver,  excejit  the 
dollar,  will  be  coined  in  nickel.  The  future  of  the  dollar  is  uncertain.  If  coined  in  silver 
for  general  circulation,  it  will  have  to  be  of  reduced  fineness,  and  in  an  alloy  not  unduly 
susceptible  to  tarnishing.

“Tlie  coinage  of  Britain  remained,  of  course,  firmly  based  upon  gold,  but  there  was 
still  some  difficulty  in  keeping  the  sovereign  up  to  the  correct  weight.  The  Mint  would 
only  accept  for  coinage  bars  accompanied  by  an  assay  report  so  that  the  owner  of  light 
coins  would  have  to  bear  not  only  the  loss  of  weight  but  also  the  cost  of  melting  and 
assaying.  }>etwecn  1842  and  1845  the  first  recoinage  of  sovereigns  took  place,  and  al)Out 
.£14  millions  of  light  coins  was  dealt  with.  On  this  occasion  a special  arrangement  was 
made  to  save  the  public  from  loss,  the  I>ank  agreeing  to  buy  defaced  coin  at  the  full  Mint 
price  of  £3.175.10^2(1.  an  ounce,  and  the  Mint  accepting  it  from  the  Bank  at  the  same  price. 

In  due  course  the  coins  of  the  branch  mints  in  Australia  were  made  legal  tender  in 
England,  beginning  in  1866  with  those  of  Sydne}’.  In  1870  the  great  consolidating  Coinage 
Act  was  passed,  bringing  together  the  whole  of  the  existing  law  of  the  coinage.  The 
correct  weights  of  the  coins  were  now  given  to  five  decimal  places  instead  of  three,  and 
the  remedy  allowance  was  reduced  and  applied  to  single  coins  instead  of  l)eing  stated 
for  a pound  weight  of  coin.  It  was  reduced  too  much  in  fact,  and  wider  limits  were 
fixed  by  the  Act  of  1891.  No  change  was  made  in  the  least  current  weights  or  in  the 
law  relating  to  light  coin,  but  the  Mint  announced  that  in  future  it  would  accept  its  own 
stamp  on  the  face  of  the  coin  as  a sufficient  guarantee  of  fineness,  and  would  take  back 
light  coin  in  parcels  of  at  least  £100  without  requiring  it  to  be  melted  and  assayed. 

This  enabled  the  Bank  to  offer  the  public  the  full  Bank  price  of  £3.17s.9d.  per  ounce 

for  light  coin,  and  from  that  time  larger  quantities  were  recoined. 

The  new  arrangements,  however,  w'ere  still  inadequate  to  maintain  the  coinage  at 
its  proper  weight.  At  first  several  of  the  banks  sent  light  coin  to  the  Mint,  but  soon 
the  Bank  of  England  alone  did  so,  and  the  annual  average  amount  recoined  in  the 
period  1871-89  was  little  more  than  a million.  The  percentage  of  light  gold  in  circulation 
steadily  increased.  The  public  grew  concerned  for  the  safety  of  the  standard,  and  there 
was  much  dissatisfaction  at  the  injustice  of  the  law  regarding  the  defacement  of  light 
coin.  — In  1891  another  Coinage  Act  empowered  the  Government  to  purchase  all  light 
gold  coins  at  face  value,  provided  the  loss  of  weight  was  not  more  than  3 grains:  and, 
as  no  limiting  date  was  fixed  to  the  operation  of  this  provision,  it  gave  the  Mint  in  pre- 
war days  the  necessary  authority  for  carrying  out  a continuous  recoinage  and  keeping 

the  coins  in  circulation  as  near  as  possible  to  the  standard.  — 'riius  at  long  last  the 

missing  provision  required  to  make  up  a satisfactory  set  of  coinage  regulations  was 
supplied.”
